knowledge of: the radio laws and regulations. 


Any transmitting station which is capable of transmitting messages 
beyond the jurisdiction of the state in which it is located or which is 
capable of causing interference with the reception of messages from be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the state is required by the federal law to be 


licensed.

This means that practically all transmitting stations require 


Operators of receiving stations are subject to a fine of $250, or im- 
prisonment for three months or both for the disclosure of the contents 


of any messages to other than the person for whom the message is in-} 


tended. Licensed operators are required to execute an oath of secrecy 


before a notary public.

In buying young fowl and turkey, 
bear in mind that the breast bone is 
soft and bends readily, and the flesh is 
sinooth. Hairs over the flesh are an 
indication of age, pin-feathers of a 
young bird. The body shoald be plump 
and fat. A poor bird is bluish, white, 
thin and often too liberally supplied 
with pin-feathers. Another indication 
of age are scaly legs; the young have 
smooth legs. While the housekeeper 
prefes chickens, especially for roasting, 
nxn good fowl may be thoroughly steamed 
before Yoasting, and so rendered tender 
and very acceptable. 

Fowl is considerably cheaper, and is 
greater economy because you ‘get far 
more meat in proportion to the bone. 
The west supplies not only much of 
the meat we eat today, but much of the 
turkey. Of course, the New England 
states supply a great many of the tur- 
keys constimed, but it would surprise 
most of us to know how many come 
from the west.

Washington, October 8.—The pro- 

. cess of dealcoholizing the shipping board 

vessels now in American ports is said 

to have been practically completed in 

obedience to Chairman Lasker’s order. 

But those sections of the Daugherty 

= relating to foreign vessels and 

to “diplomatic immunity” of embas- 

sies here, are proving extremely per- 
Plexing. 

Two main questions, in this regard, 
“are being raised : 

1. If an American ship is Ameri- 
‘can territory and can be kept dry, isn't 
a foreign kip foreign territory, re- 
gardiess of whether it is in the three- | 
mile limit or uot’ 

2. How can the government claim to 
exercise control over such foreign 
territory as a ship if the embassies 
@re not ordered to go dry? 

The first, according to state de- 
partment officiais, can be answered 
mow and in the negative. A foreign 
ehip, they point ont, becomes Ameri- 
ean “territory” as soon as it comes 
within the three-mile limit. A mur- 
derer who commits a crime on the high 
@eas, it is suggested, is tried in an 
American port if the foreign ship on 
which he committed the crime hap- 
pens to be negrer the American port 
than its home port. 

The second question, however, pre- | 
eents real difficulties. While an em- | 
bassy is not American territory, it is 
said. and technically is immune from 

the Daugherty ruling and from the ap- 
plication of tbe probibition law, at the 
Sime time, it cannot receive any liquor 
because the foreign ship cannot land |
